“I advocate now, as I have advo- 
cated before, a Wheat Board, or 
national control. I also advocate 
calling in the best brains for con- | 
sultation to grapple with the prob- 
lem at once.” 

As other aids toward national re- 
covery, the Premier advocated a 
moderate policy of inflation and he 
said, “We must do what we can to 
peg the Canadian dollar under Brit- 
ish control so as to safeguard our 
domestic prices as much as possible. 


FINANCES NOT HOPELESS 
Dealing with the general provin- 
cial financial situation, the Premier 


contended that the capital debt of 
the province was not by any means | 
hopeless, “The testing time,” he} 
said, “will come in our ability to be | 
moderate when the cry again comes 
for capital development.” Continu- 
ing he contended that public debt 
charges in this province were not 
high when compared with other 
provinces. Controllable expendi- 
tures showed a smaller relative in- 
crease in Alberta than in any other 
province except one. 

The Premier adduced a statement 
of revenue nad expenditure of the 
various provinces on a per capita 
basis, classified according to 
sources, | 

These figures showed that British 
Columbia had the lowest percent- 
age of increase in net expenditure 
in 1931 over 1922, vith 17.7 per -ent, 

Alberta was next with 32.1 per 
cent; Saskatchew an had 53.3 per 
cent; Manitoba had 505 per cent; 
Ontario 60.8 per cent; Quebee 150.3 
per cent; New Brunswick had 100.9 
per cent; Nova Scotia 88.4 per cent 
and Prince Edward Island 145.4 per 
cent, 

“Let us take our courage in our 
hands and lead the way to a heal- 
thier view of the possibilities of re- 
ducing our public debt charges. I 
say deliberately that the unthinking 
attitude of the people of western! 
Canada on this question fostered by 
the political propaganda, has been| 
the greatest stumbling bock to any 
substantial accomplishment.” 


NO INTEREST REDUCTIONS 


Turning his attention to means| 
by which the public debt could be 
reduced, the Premier did not think 
that any good could be accomplish- 
ed by asking the hondholdere to ac 
cept a lower rate of interest. “That! 
would advertise that Alberta is| 
bankrupt and cannot pay and what 
would happen to our refunding and 
future borrowing ability if we do?” 

The Premer expressed himself as 
against straight default and was 
certain the Dominion would not 
guarantee the tremendous amount 
involved in the western provinces 

What he did advocate were: 

1. Reduction in the interest rate 
of deposits. 

2. Use, byt the Dominion govern- 
ment, of drastic powers of its own, 
in refunding Issues this year 
__3. By the Dominion co-operating | 
in refunding the present unfund- 
ed debt and any maturities over a 
five year period by guarantee. 
UNEMPLOYMENT ISSUE 

Turning his attention to the gen- 
eral question of unemployment, the 
Premier found satisfaction in the| 
fact that Alberta was the third low- 
est among the provinces in its num- 
ber of unemployed. 

In carrying out its relief policies. 
Alberta had worked in harmony 
with other provinces, in so far as its 
ability to finance was concerned. 

“Alberta has been the most gen- 
erous of provinces in regard to 
direct relief,” he said “As proof 
of this, I may say that every city 
in the west has had to increase its 
food schedule except Edmonton and 
Calgary.” 

Continuing, he stated that the 
direct relief policy adopted in the 
last three years had been more or 
Jess forced upon the governments. 
In this Alberta had fallen in line 
with other provinces. 


INFLATE FOR WORKS FUNDS 
But, he felt the time had now 
jcOme for the adoption of a works | 
jprogram through inflation of cur- 
jrency.

Of the original amount guaran- 
teed, of $431,162.32 there remained 
outstanding $280,801.83. Included 
in these amounts were the follow- 
ing amounts paid during the fiscal 
year, 1933-1934 to date: 

Northern Alberta Dairy Pool $18,- 
300; Southern Alberta Dairy Pool 
$2,151; Calgary and District Milk 
Producers $10,000; Central Alberta 
Dairy Pool, Ltd., $9,361.02. 

Taking up the question of Wheat 
Pool guarantees the Premier said 
that “the investments of 40,000 
farmers has been saved for them. 
These guarantees ‘will not cost the 
province one dollar.” 

The Premier was happy to note 
that early critics of this settlement 
had now ceased their criticism to 
the effect that the bonds given as 
guarantees to the banks, were pay- 
able in New York funds. The Pool 
had been able to buy back many of 
these bonds at 86 when they were 
originally settled for 98 and some 
had been obtained at as low as 83.

ployment and relief, Mr. Pattinson 
recalled that he had personally 
visited some of the works camps 
now set up. 

“I find,” he said, “despite what 
may be said to the contrary, the 
men, collectively, are doing a fair 
amount of work, generally they are 
giving service far in excess of what 
they are receiving for it. The camp 
conditions are naturally not very 
pleasant. There is a lack of bath- 
ing and washing facilities. This 
should be seen to at once, There 
should be speedier methods of get- 
ting sick men away from the camps 
than at present, although I under- 
stand this rests with the police and 
they are not always available. 


DISMISSAL THREATS 

“I must say there is very little 
complaint about the food in the pro- 
vincial camps, but this is not true of 
the Dominion camps. 

“Complaints have reached me to 
the effect that if men take a griev- 
ance they are threatened with dis- 
missal in the Dominion camps. This 
ought not to be and I sincerely hope 
it is not the policy of the depart- 
men. Rights of the men should not 
be curtailed in this manner, They 
should at least have the same rights 
as employed workers to voice their 
grievances, either individually or 
collectively. I always feel sorry for 
these men and try to picture their 
lives and start on the assumption 
that they are just as good as the 
rest of us, They are the unfortunate 
ones and life has hit them hard. 
Think of it—20 cents per working 
day—a dead level of life, ambition 
vanishing, or gone. It condemns our 
present system from top to bottom 
and unless it can offer tremendous 
improvement, should be rightly 
doomed to failure and extinction.” 

Mr. Pattinson then turned his af- 
tention to the general subject of 
relief. “One must raise one’s voice 
against the present system of re- 
lief,” he said. 


RELIEF BELOW PAR 


“IT think it will be taken for 
granted that on the meager relief 
allowed, that men, women andechil- 
dren are living on a standard of 
consumption below the bare phy- 
sical efficiency level. 

“The maximum amount of relief 
per family is $20 outside the cities 
and very few are getting that 
amount.” 

Mr, Pattinson had considerable to 
say on the subject of mining. 

Dealing with conditions of the last 
year, Mr. Pattinson found that in 
many cases, wages had been lower- 
ed, prices were less and generally 
speaking conditions in the industry 
were much worse, 

“I wanted at the last session an 
inquiry made,” he said, “and intend 
some time during this session to 
ask for a commission of inquiry. I 
would like the Mines Act opened 
up for amendments which hate 
been agreed upon by the mining or- 
ganizations in my district and 
which I think would make for im- 
provement in the Act. Further, I 
intend to seek some time during the 
session for a reorganization of the 
mine rescue work, along lines I 
have spoken of on previous sessions 
of the house. My chief object is to 
bring about improved safety condi- 
tions and better facilities for deal- 
ing with possible calamities that 
may occur in the gaseous mines.”

Bennett Tells Parliament 
Any Reasonable Offers 
Will be Accepted — Na- 
tional Flag Issue Dies 


Parliamentary Death.

OTTAWA, Feb. 20.—-The govern- 

ment of Canada is ready to accept 
any reasonable opportunity which 
may offer of trade on an equitable 
arrangement with the United 
States. 

New tariff bargaining machinery 
is being created at Washington and 
when congress enacts the necessary 
legislation negotiation for a trade 
agreement with Canada will be 
made forthwith, This promise was 
made to parliament last night by Rt. 
Hon. R. B, Bennett, when William 
Duff (Lib. Antigonish, Guysboro), 
once more pressed his resolution for 
reciprocity with the United States. 

At the same time the Prime Min- 
istet- moved a vote of approval for 
his own efforts for reciprocity and 
saved his own followers from the 
embarrassment of having to declare 
themselves definitely for or against 
reciprocity. 


FLOOR STRATEGY 

The moment Mr. Duff finished 
speaking to his resolution and be- 
fore any other member had a 
chance to participate in the debate 
the Prime Minister rose to his feet, 
belittled the Liberal efforts to ob- 
tain reciprocity; told of his own en- 
deavors in this direction and then 
moved his amendment to Mr. Duff's 
motion. 

To make assurance doubly sure, 
the Prime Minister then talked his 
own amendment and the resolution 
out, reminding the Speaker when 
11 o'clock came. This automatically 
edjourned the debate and sent reso- 
lution and amendment to the bot- 
tom of the list of public bills and 
orders, where it may not be resur- 
rected again this session except by 
the government's consent to give it 
preference, 


PROTECTED GOVT. VOTES 

The government was very solici- 
tous that its followers should not 
have to cast any embarrassing 
votes yesterday. There were three 
other resolutions besides the one on 
reciprocity. Hon, Dr, Manion in- 
duced Dr. Peter McGibbon (Coné., 
Muskoka) to withdraw his resolu- 
tion, advocating canal tolls. Hon. 
H. H. Stevens persuaded Robert 
MacKenzie (Lib., Assiniboia) to 
withdraw his resolution demanding 
an investigation into price spreads 
by the Research Council 


FLAG ISSUE SHELVED 
Col, James Arthurs (Cons., Parry 
Sound) moved the adjournment of 


the debate on a new national flag. 
This move was not quite so success- 
ful as the others, for eight Tories, 
showing an unusual independence, 
bolted and voted against the gov- 
ernment, It was not a vote for or 
against the flag, but for or against 
Col. Arthurs’ motion to adjourn the 
debate. Sixty-four Tories got up 
and voted gallantiy for the debate 
to be adjourned, knowing perfectly 
well that the adjournment would 
smother the resolution and save 
them having to make up their 
minds about the flag. Two Toronto 
members, of course, arose and op- 
posed the motion for a _ national 
flag and weved the Union Jack, and 
got a gently caustic rebuke from R. 
S. White, a Conservative veteran, 
who started to speak after them 
with the remark, “I am not going 
to indulge in heroics, mock or 
otherwise.”

BANKS LOATH 
TO RELINQUISH 
ACT BENEFITS

necessity. It would not provide 
additional credit beyond what is 
already accorded by our Cana- 
dian Banking Systems, with the 
assistance of the present Finance 
Act.” 

Mr. A. E. Phipps, general man- 
ager of the same bank, is quoted 
as saying in reference to the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
of the United States: 

“~... If you can imagine the 
United States with a Finance Act 
instead of a Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem, there would have been no 
cause for the enactment of special 
laws, and in fact there need never 
have been any money panic.” 

Mr. H, B. Henwood, general man- 
ager of the Bank of Toronto, is 
quoted as saying: 

“44 4 we are well satisified 
with the present simple and ef-, 
fective machinery by which we 
are able to borrow under the 
Finance Act for our needs during 
the peak periods of business, by 
putting up ample security with 
our government.” 

Mr. S. H. Logan, general man- 
ager of the Canadian Bank of Com- 


merce, observes: 

“. ... but I submit that every 
function of central banking essen- 
tial for Canada is already being 
fulfilled through the operation of 
our existing banks with the 
auxiliary service of the Finance 
Aet,: "02." 


MORE BANKING OPINIONS 
Another well-known Canadian 
banker, who does not wish to be 
named, has been kind enough to 
express his opinion on the same 
theme. It is in part as follows: 


“Having regard to Canada’s 


economic position the Finance 
Act affords an effective substitute 
for a Central Bank. The facilities 
ef rediscount which it offers are, 
as you may know, as wide as 
those provided by any central 
bank and less encumbered with 
legalistic restrictions than most, 
This is particularly evident by 
comparison with the Federal Re- 
serve Act of the United States 
for example. . ... It is obvious 
that there can be no restriction 
of credit for legitimate purposes 
so long as Canadian banks have 
this facility at their disposal, and 
this contradicts the principal ar- 
gument of those now advocating a 
Central Bank for this country.” 

In 1923 Professor Swanson gave 
lesliinvuy as follows pertinent lo the 
central bank question: 

“. ... I don't think it is re- 
quired in Canada. Our banks 
have the resources right now. 
Tt is not the case that we 
have not the money, No Fed- 
eral Reserve scheme super- 
imposed on our banks could in- 
crease the credit to a much great- 
er degree than the banks can in- 
crease their credit right now...” 

Professor Beckhart, in his book 
on our banking system, says of the 
Finance Act, after making a num- 
ber of criticisms: 

“..., At the present time, it is 
probably all that Canada needs 
by way of a central bank. If 
used by the banks, not continu- 
ously, but simply as a means of 
financing seasonal requirements, 

its introduction will probably be 
beneficial.” 

In view of the fact that Profes- 
sors Swanson and Beckhart so ex- 
pressed themselves before our ex- 
perience with the boom of 1928-29 
and the present depression, it would 
be interesting to know whether or 
not they would voice the same opin- 
ion in 1933, 

Sufficient evidence has now been 
given to indicate the general atti- 
tude of those who oppose the in- 
stitution of a central bank on the 
score that the Finance Act is an 
adequate substitute. This evidence 
establishes the necessity for a close 
exxamination of the Act if the 
question of the central bank is to 
be understood adequately. In later 
sections answering arguments will 
be given to the above statements 
and a close examination will be 
made into the operations of the 
Act to make it possible to arrive 
at conclusions. Before doing this, 
however, it will be necessary to en- 
quire into the history of the Act 


ORIGIN OF FINANCE ACT 


the passing of the Finance Act are 
described authentically by the Min- 
ister of Finance of the war period 
in “The Story of Canada’s War 
Finance.” He pictured the state 
of excitement of the world at the 
end of July following the delivery 
of the ultimatum to Serbia by 
Austria. The stock exchanges of 
all the leading financial centres had 
closed. Uneasiness and apprehen- 
sion led creditors to seek gold, and 
this great demand for gold dis- 
located the international exchanges. 
Eventually this panicky gold psy- 
chology spread to Canada and soon 
created a serious situation. Heavy 
withdrawals of gold from the banks 
took place in various parts of the 
country, and more serious runs on 
the banks were feared. The situa- 
tion became so grave that on Aug- 
ust 3 a delegation from the Cana- 
dian Bankers’ Association, includ- 
ing their president, Mr. D. R. 
Wilkie, went to Ottawa to obtain 
government assistance to meet the 
emergency. No machinery existed 
to take care of such a situation. The 
ready cash reserves of the banks 
would not meet the demands of 
their creditors. As explained in 
above, the pre-war banking sys- 
tem was such that each chartered 
bank was completely responsible 
for its own solvency, and if it could 
not meet demands upon it for cash 
it must close its doors. Reserves 
which had seemed adequate for the 
banks in peace time were totally 
inadequate to meet the war-time 
situation. There was no central 
bank to go to for additional cash. No 
legislation existed to provide for 
such an .emergency. Assistance 
must be obtained fromthe govern- 
ment or the banks faced probable 
insolvency and closing of their 
doors, 

Hence on the same day, August 


3, an Order-in-Council was issued 
providing protection for the. banks 
against their threatened insolvency. 
It made bank notes legal tender, 
thus permitting the bank to. meet 
their depositors’ demands with their 
own notes instead of having to pay 


out gold or Dominion notes. But 
this was not enough, The quantity 
of their own bank nates was lim- 
ited to the gmount of their unim- 
paired paid-up capital together 
with the gold and’ Dominion notes 
which, they had on deposit if the 
Central Gold Reserves. To make an 
increase of bank notes possible it 
was provided that the emergency 
circulation, hitherto confined to the 
crop-moving season from Septem- 
ber to February inclusive, might be 
issued through the whole year. In 
addition the ‘government ‘was to is- 
sue Dominion notes to the banks, 
at interest, against securities de- 
posited by them with the depart- 
ment of finance. This extra supply 
of Dominion “legals”. might. be 
used directly or be deposited in the 
Central Gold Reserves and so. used 
as a base on which bank notes’could 
be issued, 


INTENDED TO 
CONSERVE GOLD 


Upon the immediate signing of 
the above Order-in-Council by the 
Governor General a very full 
account of what had been done was 
given to the papers. The action 
taken was explained as_ being 
necessary in order to conserve gold, 
to increase the currency and make 
it more flexible, and in general to 
ensure stability of the financial 
structure, The public was reas- 
sured, and confidence was main- 
tained through ‘the whole course of 
the war. 

In the following week (August 
10) a second Order-in-Council was 
passed, This one supplemented the 
first by suspending the redemption 
of Dominion notes in specie. Thus 
the gold standard was legally 
abandoned, and, as it turned out, 
was not to be restored until 1926. 
As stated above, public confidence 
had already been restored by the 
Order-in-Council of August 3. The 
effect of the two Orders-in-Council 
was to supply. adequate currency to 
the public and to protect the gold 
reserves of the country. Altogether 
the emergency situation was met 
very effectively by these emerg- 
ency measures. 

At a special session of parliament 
called a little later in. August to 
cope with the war situation, the 
above - mentioned Orders-in-Coun- 
cil were embodied in’ the Finance 
Act and thereby ratified. The 
wording of certain parts of the Act 
makes interesting reading in view 
of the circumstances surrounding 
its genesis, There can be no con- 
troverting the fact that the Act was 
passed to’saye the banks from in- 
solvency, as abundantly proved by 
the statements of no less an author- 
ity than Sir Thomas White, cited 
in a previous paragraph. Hence the 
all-inclusive nature of the full title 


The circumstances surrounding |is worth noting—“An Act to Con- 


| 


| 


serve the Commercial and Finan- 
cial Interests of Canada.” 

Then again, in view of the fact 
that it was the desire to save the 
banks that made the government 
willing to go so far as even to 
abandon the gold standard, the fol- 
lowing words of the Act are inter- 
esting: 

“In case of war, invasion, riot 
or insurrection, real or appre- 
hended, and in case of any real 
or apprehended financial crisis, 
the Governor in Council may, by 
proclamation published in the 
Canadian Gazette,.... ” Ct then 
goes on to say what may be done 
under these conditions.) 


A DECEPTIVE PREAMBLE 


While a preamble in such terms 
may have been desirable, to say the 
least it lacks frankness as a state- 
ment of the purpose of the pro- 
visions of the Act. 

It might be *mentioned here in 
passing that some of the least well- 
informed of those who uphold the 


adequacy of the Finance Act as a/ 


substitute for a central bank make 
two assertions: 

(1) That the above quoted 
clause re “war, riot or insurrec- 
tion,” etc., still holds, regardless 
of the 1923 revision. (This is us- 
ually stated by such people in de- 
fence against the argument that 
the Act permits of uncontrolled 
inflation.) 

(2) And at the same _ time— 
that the Finance Act is all that 
is needed in the way of a central 
bank. 

It is surely absurd to try to main- 
tain these two premises at the same 
time. Otherwise we must conclude 
that: 

(1) We must have a “riot” to 
produce our central bank, and 
that 

(2) all we need in the form 
of a central bank is a sort of 
“unsubstantial faery thing” that 
appears only in times of emerg- 
ency. 

The argument is rather trivial, it 
is true, but nevertheless much con- 
fused thinking is met with on the 
subject of central banking, and 
should be combatted. 

In the main the Finance Act is 
a recapitulation of the two earlier 
Orders-in-Council, Its most im- 
portant provisions follow the pre- 
amble quoted above in Section 4, 
Part 1. Summarized, they are as 
follows: 

Under the conditions described 
in the preamble the government 
was authorized: 

(a) To make advances to the 
banks by the issue of Dominion 
notes upon the pledge of secur- 
ities deposited with the Minister 
of Finance. 

(b) To allow the banks to pay 
out their own notes as legal 
tender instead of gold or Domin- 
ion notes, 

fc) To extend the “crop-mov- 
ing” provision for the issue of 
excess circulation over the whole 
year. 

(d) To suspend the redemption 


NAZISTS IN 
AUSTRIA GIVE 
ULTIMATUM 


Take Nazi Into Cabinet 
Within Eight Days or 
Face New Fight 


MUNICH, Germany, Feb. 20.— 
Austrian Nazis, through their exiled 
leader, Theodore Habicht, issued an 
ultimatum to Chancellor Dollfuss 
last night giving him eight days 
“to think it over,” and the choice 
between taking the Nazis into the 
government or facing another 
“fight.” 

Habicht announced an eight-day 
“truce” in which his followers are 
forbidden to attack the Austrian 
government “in word, writing, or 
other means,” on penalty of ex- 
pulsion from the party. 


Gallows Answers 


From Vienna 


VIENNA, Feb. 20.—The Austrian 
government sent another Socialist 
—the eighth—to the gallows for 
insurrectionary activities last night 
and gently took to pieces the mon- 
ument to the republic—for trans- 
port to the municipal museum. 

First, bus after bus with bayonet- 
bearing police was rushed to the 
spot near the parliament where the 
polished granite memorial to the re- 
public and its founder stood.

The other sections of the Act in 
large part merely elucidate further 
the above provisions and lay down 
regulations for their operation. 

In view of the vital importance 
of the Finance Act it, will be well 
to summarize certain facts about it 
before going on.

(ec) It allowed the war-time ip- 
flation. of the currency, and_this 
in turn formed the base for “an 
inflated  super-structure of 
credit.” 

(d) It was used to finance the 
war, or, as Beckhart says, 
",.,. a8 a means of securing men 
and’ supplies on the basis of 
‘manufactured’ purchasing pow- 
er.”

GOVERNMENT 
_ WINS FIRST 


Initial Division on an Agri- 
cultural Issue Goes 
32 to 22 


Division bells clanged through 
the legislature and nearby corri- 
; dors for the first time during the 
current session. on Monday after- 
noon and in the resulting vote—on 
the question of whether to adjourn 
debate—the government scored its 
first victory of the session by a 
vote of 32 to 22. 

The whole incident occurred in 
surprisingly quick fashion and pro- 
vided one of those unusual twists 
that enliven legislative proceed- 
ings. 

The house was about to adjourn 
for the evening recess when Hon. 
George Hoadley, minister of agri- 
culture and health, moved that the 
house revert to the order paper. 
He then moved a resolution that 
the agricultural committee of .the 
house—one~ of its stamding com- 
mittees—be ‘called together. 

The resolution was worded as 
follows:— 

“That the committee on agricul- 
ture be called to inquire into any 
matters pertaining to the present 
conditien of agriculture with a view 
to suggesting possible ways and 
means of’ assisting the industry to 
regain its stability and without re- 
stricting the generality of the fore- 
going, for the’ purpose of consider- 
ing: 

“1—The organization and ad- 
ministration of the Debt Adjust- 
ment Act and the Debt Adjustment 
Bureau and.any proposals or plans 
for improving. the administration 
thereof and particularly to consider 
any plans or proposals for the pur- 
pose. of reducing debt or interest 
charges in meritorious cases. 

“2—Recommendations with re- 
spect to the revision of the Bank 
Act. 

“3—Any provision of social credit. 

“4—Provision for short term or 
intermediate credit,” 

As the Minister moved this, L, A. 
Giroux, Liberai, Grouard, rose and 
objected, stating that resolutions 
dealing with these subjects were 
awaiting debate on the Order Paper 
and he feared that they might he 
side-tracked into committee and 
lost.

KING ALBERT 

King Albert of Belgium was thrust into the 
centre of the stage in the first act of the world’s 
great tragedy, through circumstances he neither 
planned nor welcoméd. In normal times he 
would have lived and died unknown, save as a 
name, beyond the borders of his little realm. 
That was the role he expected to play, hoped 
to play, and had every reason to expect he 
would play, in the opening days of 1914. 

A few months later his country was chosen 
as the road by which the German forces should 
invade France. But Belgium had pledged it- 
self to maintain neutrality. It was bound by 
solemn treaty to neither make war against a 
neighbor nor to allow its territory to be used 
as passageway or fighting ground by forces of 
other countries engaged in war with each o “er. 
Belgium had to fight for that “scrap of paper” 
or play the paltroon—and in doing so lose the 
claim to protection that had been given it by 
the Powers as the reward for its pledged 
neutrality. 

Guided by the advice and inspired by the 
example of its King, Belgium did not hesitate. 
Its army barred the way of the invaders and 
had to be destroyed before the German armies 
could pour into France. That three weeks’ 
delay was fatal to#the German plans for a 
lightning dash on Paris. France and Britain 
were given time to rush their troops into Flan- 
ders. The three months’ victory campaign on 
which the German strategists had counted was 
turned into four years of war against steadily 
increasing enemies, with defeat at the end and 
Wilhelm in exile. 

Had King Albert been a man of less heroic 
mold, or a blockhead, the history of Europe 
during the last twenty years would have been 
different, and for the Allies infinitely worse. 
Had he listened to the proffered assurances 
that his country would be restored and com- 
pensation paid for the unwarranted violation of 
its neutrality, or hesitated to offer battle against 
overwhelming odds, Berlin would have dictated 
the terms of peace, and the Allied countries 
would now be trying to pay reparations instead 
of trying to collect them. 

The Belgians will not mourn alone. In every 
continent heads will bow in memory of the 
King who exemplified and inspired his country 
in its hour of fateful choice, and in doing so 
gave the freedom-loving peoples of the world 
time to rally against the onset of militarism, 


VICTIMS OF DEAR MONEY 

More students attended the University of 
Alberta last year than ever before. That is 
gratifying, from every point of view. It is 
highly complimentary to the people of the 
province that in times of unprecedented de- 
pression they are willing to sacrifice that their 
children may secure an education, It is 
equally complimentary to the young men and 
women that by economy and industry so many 
of them manage to find the money to put them- 
selves through the university. ‘The cultural 
level of the oncoming generation is rising, 
despite the handicap of hard times. And it may 
be found a few years hence that students who 
have struggled through in these adverse condi- 
tions have made better use of their time than 
those who attended when board money and 
tuition money was more plentiful and life 
generally a less serious-looking proposition 

Phat is one picture. What is the companion 
picture? What of the opportunities which are 
offered to young men and women to enable 
them to earn money during holidays to meet 
the expenses of their school year? And what 
opportunities await those who complete their 
courses and step out into the world ready to 
take places for which they have specially fitted 
themselves? 

Despite high authority, there were not last 
summer enough “pick and shovel jobs” avail- 
able for the male students who needed wages 
to put them through this winter’s terms; no: 
enough “house work jobs” for the co-eds whose 
parents could not afford to stand the whole 
expense of their education. Nor is the present 
outlook materially better for the holidays which 
start two months hence. From the stand-point 
of the student whose parents are not wealthy, 
the situation is perplexing and the prospect 
drab. 

And what of the graduates? A man with 
a B.A. degree is washing wind-shields in an 
Edmonton garage. Another with an M.A. de- 
gree is selling groceries, These cases, unfor- 
tunately, are typical rather than _ isolated. 
There are thousands of graduates scattered 
about this and other provinces who cannot find 


anything at all to do, The money and time 
these men and women spent in getting an edu- 
cation is wasted, so far as the immediate 
problem of earning a living is concerned. And 


while they are doing jobs which others could 
do as well, or doing nothing, the services of 
every one of them are required in the special 
occupations for which they have been trained. 

These services cannot be used and paid for 
simply because money is not circulating. Com- 
modity prices are low; business is dull; there is 
little or no construction under way; hence 
thousands are idle, and the demand for men and 
women trained for professional work has all 
but disappeared. The young lawyer or doctor 
or architect does not know where he can “head 
in,” and nobody can tell him. 

These, like thousands of unskilled laborers 
and skilled tradesmen who are out of work, 
are victims of scarce and dear money, money 
that is dear because it is scarce, and is kept 
scarce in order that it may be dear. 

The taxpayers of Canada are obliged to pay 
more than one million dollars every day as in- 
terest on money their governments need not 
have borrowed from private parties; money 
which could be repaid if the Government of 
Canada had courage enough to issue sinking 
fund secured currency and call in the bonds as 
they mature. 

That release of new money would provide 
work and wages for our unemployed, open up 
opportunities for university graduates, and 
create openings for students who need work in 
the summer to meet their college*expenses in 
winter, It is time to break the private ‘control 
of our money and credit.

The revolt in Austria has proved a tragical 
affair for the revolters, whose dead are num- 
bered as high as two thousand. The situation 
is still fraught with danger lest outside nations 
be cragged into conflict as they were nineteen 
years ago when Austria declared war on Serbia 
over the death of an Austrian 
Archduke. 

One bright innovation 
marked the hostilities, Wo- 
men are said to have taken 
their places by the side of 
men in the fighting. As mod- 
ern warfare is conducted, 
women are as_ potentially 
good fighting material as men. 
They can be trained to cock 
an eye and pull a trigger as 
well as men. Judged by the 
attitude of many during the last war they 
would be even more ferocious than men at 
bayonet work or mopping up. As mountain 
climbers and swimmers women have more re- 
serve strength than men for bearing hardships. 
They should make good soldiers. 

Especially would it be just to ship out to the 
front a lot of the old hens who used to go 
round sticking white feathers in the coats of 
men during the World War—sometimes to the 
great humiliation of poor chaps who had been 
invalided home from the trenches, or who were 
plugging along with a glass eye or a wooden 
leg. This would determine whether the ladies 
were actuated by martial valor or by a form 
of latent sex antagonism.

Bernard Fay, writing with Gallic sophistry 
in his sprightly way in “Esquire,” the new and 
entirely gorgeous magazine for men, has a novel 
idea about war and peace. He pictures the 
nations all with nerves on edge in fear of war 
—war in Cuba, war in Spain, war in Austria, 
war in Germany, Japan eyeing both Russia and 
United States, rumors that Germany is pre- 
paring to invade Austria and France to invade 
Germany, Italy and Jugo-Slavia preparing to 
attack each other, Hungary preparing a cam- 
paign against Roumania and Poland and Ger- 
many glaring at each other. 

In all thig hotbed of seething hates and sus- 
picions he sées the promise of peace. And why? 
What is his reasoning? 

Fay thinks there are too many hates for a 
really good war. Germany doesn’t like the 
Versailles Treaty because it took too much from 
her and Italy doesn’t like it because it didn’t 
give her enough. But Germany hates Italy for 
taking the southern Tyrol and Italy hates Ger- 
many for aiming to absorb Austria. 

Hungary doesn’t like Roumania, but both 
hate Russia. Poland and Germany have no love 
for each other, but both fear Russia. The Nor- 
wegians don't forgive the Danes for keeping 
Iceland and shutting them out of Greenland. 
The Danes think the Swedes are very haughty, 
but Danes and Swedes and Norwegians agree 
that Hitler is a menace to them. 

Germany is bitter against France for build- 
ing a wall round Germany, but Fay says Ger- 
many is even more bitter at heart against 
England for closing the seas to Germany. 

Denmark is bitter against Britain for re- 
ducing its market for Danish bacon and dairy 
products to favor the British Dominions, but 
she fears even more that Germany will try to 
wrest back Northern Schleswig (taken by Ger- 
many in 1864 and returned by the Versailles 
Treaty in 1919). 

Italy has a traditional friendship and admir- 
ation for England, qualified now by annoyance 
that England should retain the island of Malta, 

Viewing this complexus of hates and inter- 
ests, Fay thinks there won't be another war for 
many years. He says: “There are too many 
hatreds to make a good war. A certain amount 
of hatred is the necessary background for a war, 
but too much hatred is of no avail. It leads 
nowhere and even creates good feeling accident- 
ally... . War is everywhere, but it is diluted 
war. As long as people hate each other so 
generally and so clumsily I am betting that 
there won't be any immense well-organized 
efficient war like the last one. People will have 
to be content with killing each other at home 
and sneering at the rest of the world. 

“But let us beware of the time when there 
will be a beginning of order and some clarity of 
purpose, Until then we'll keep our muddy 
peace.”

In a letter sent to every orchestra leader 
who broadsasts, the B, B. C. says: 

This is an appropriate moment to raise 
one or two points in connection with dance 
band’s broadcast from outside our studios. 

It is clear that listeners in general no 
longer regard “crooning” (to the extent 
practised at present) as a pleasant inciden- 
tal to dance music. 

I should be glad, therefore, if you and 
other leaders would reduce the number of 
“vocals” in your programs, starting as soon 
as possible. 

Obviously certain numbers lend them- 
selves more readily than others to this form 
of presentation, and it is not practical to 
Suggest a limit in the form of a net per- 
centage, but 1 suggest their being reduced 
by about a third, 

It is also necessary that “crooners” 
should be very carefully selected. There 
has lately been much criticism on this sub- 
ject. 

This will be tough on a lot of the boys who 
never had their adenoids removed, but war is 
war, and the public has suffered long enough. 
Rudy Vallee, who used to croon “Give me some- 
thing, to remember you by,” has had his prayer 
answered with a claim for $7800 a month ali- 
mony.

QUESTION: From Milwaukee, Wis.: “Al- 
though two doctors have examined me and tell 
me that nothing is wrong, nevertheless, my 
throat feels as though there is something stuck 
in it like a piece of apple core. This sensation 
is very distressing to me and I would appreciate 
any helpful information.” 

ANSWER: The most common cause of a sen- 
sation such as you describe in your letter is 
an accumulation of mucus in the throat, Of 
course, since you do not give me much inform- 
ation regarding your case, it is somewhat diffi- 
cult for me to advise you. I suggest that you 
write to me again as I have some instructions 
here which I believe might possibly prove help- 
ful to you, and I wish to send them. In those 
cases where the throat is irritated, the trouble 
is very often coming from some other part of 
the body and is not arising in the throat itself. 
I wish to thank you for the many kind things 
which you say in your letter regarding my 
work, and I am very pleased to know that the 
articles are helpful to you each day, 

QUESTION—Mr. D, D. of Little Rock, Ark,, 
writes: “I want to ask you a question in regard 
to apple cider. Can apple cider, that is, when 
it is just turning or fermenting, be taken with- 
out any ill effects, or do you recommend that 
one should drink the fresh, sweet cider?” 

ANSWER—Yes, I do recommend apple cider 
and consider it a very wholesome beverage. 
However, I usually advise that the patient with 
any tendency to a stomach disorder use it 
is in the fresh condition. 

QUESTION: From Tecumcari, New Mexico: 
“I am greatly worried over my high blood 
pressure as it now reads 115.” 

ANSWER: A blood pressure of 115 is not at 
all high. In fact it is a low blood pressure. 
The normal figures for blood pressure run from 
130 to 140. Anything over 140 is regarded as a 
high blood pressure, and anything below 120 
marks the beginning of a low blood pressure.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, in 1838 Gananoque 
was saved from raid and destruc- 
tion by a brave woman who 
should take her place in our his- 
tory along with Laura Secord, of 
Beaver Dams fame. One of the 
conspiracies of the famous “Bill” 
Johnson, the “Pirate of the Thou- 
sand Islands”, was an intended 


| raid on and pillage of Ganano- 


que. All his plans were made 
for Feb. 22; stolen arms and 
slcighs were in readiness for the 
attack, when a brave woman 
spoiled the game. 

Elizabeth Barnett was of Am- 
erican parentage; at 18 she grad- 
uated as a school teacher, and in 
1836 she moved across the river 
to Gananoque, where her brother 
was living and where she secured 
a position as a teacher. In Febru- 
ary 1838 she returned to her old 
home to visit relatives and found 
herself in the midst of the con- 
spirators against Canada, On Feb- 
ruary 20 she overheard a conver- 
sation in which she learned the 
date of the proposed raid. She 
knew that Gananoque was unde- 
fended and that her new friends 
were in peril and she determined 
to warn them, Cutting short her 
visit on some family pretext she 
was driven across the ice of the 
St. Lawrence in the bitter cold 
of February and reached her des-

tination in safety, though badly 
frozen. Her story ‘was quickly 
told; as quickly the community 
was aroused; word was rushed to 

Kingston and Brockville; the 
militia hurried up and the raid 
was stopped. 

Gananoque was saved by a wo- 
man’s heroism. Kingston was 
saved also, for had the raiders got 
a foothold on the north shore, the 
whole of central Ontario would 
have been at their mercy. Eliza- 
beth Barnett was never thanked 
or rewarded; her heroism was un- 
known save to her own family, 
until recently when in going 
through some records an historian 
found the facts, She met her hus- 
band among the militiamen who 
responded to the call on that Feb- 
ruary day, Warren Fairman. They 
were soon married and they had 
11 children; three of whom are 
still living. 

Mrs. Fairman died at Gananoque 
August 24, 1906, at the age of 92; 
her husband died when 94. No 
monument tells this generation of 
her courage, of her devotian to 
her adopted country; but perhaps 
frome school teacher who reads 
this.may tell the story of ‘the 
brave young school teacher who 
saved eastern Upper Canada, and 
who deserves a place among our 
national figures. 


The Mail Bag 


WHY MONEY DISAPPEARED— 
FROM 1930 TO 1933 

Editor, Bulletin: Everybody 
wants to know why money dis- 
appeared that was in circulation 
in our internal trade four years 
ago, Our money system is blamed 
but it did what it always does. 
This money went out of circula- 
tion when Canada’s internal trade 
fel] 1900 million dollars lower in 
1933 than in 1930, and will come 
back when this trade is restored 
by the voters who contributed to 
its decline. 

Canada’s exports in 1930 were 
1144 million dollars which de- 
clined to 480 millions in 1933. Our 
home market or internal trade 
lost the difference and 664 million 
dollars less money circulated in 
it, formerly spent by the produc- 
ers of products. 

Canada's imports in 1930 were 
1248 millions which declined to 
406 millions in 1933, Our internal 
trade again lost the difference and 
trade amounting to 842 millions 
at invoice price, did not circulate 
in it. 

These imports were sold at an 
advance of at least 50% or suffi- 
cient to cover freight, handling, 
storing and selling. At 50% our 


internal trade lost 421 millions 
formerly earned in it by distrib- 
utors. 


These three items made a total 
of 1927 million dollars that dis- 
appeared from our internal trade, 
surely enough to make a depres- 
sion In a bigger country than 
Canada. 

There are two main reasons 
why this trade disappeared: One 
is that Canada changed her policy 
and since July, 1930, did her best 
to keep out these imports that 
put more money into circulation 
than the exports, Stopping im- 
ports also stopped exports, ac- 
cording to the records, 1144 mil- 
lion exports in 1930, 817 millions 
in 1931, 587 millions in 1982 and 
480 millions in 1933, If you 
won't take what the other fellow 
has to offer, trade is stopped. 
Other countries bought more 
from us when we bought more 
from them, 

The other main reason for this 
trade disappearing was the drop 
in prices. Figures making this 
distinction were not available 
previous to 19382. The following 
figures in millions are from the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics of 
the trade of Canada, 

Internal trade valued at 1932 
prices: 

1932—-Exports 587; Imports 578 

Increment 289; Total 2454. 

1933—Exports 528; Imports 429. 

Increment 214; Total 1171. 

Drop in volume, 1263. 

Internal trade valued at 1933 
prices: 

1933—Exports 473; Imports 406, 

Increment 203; Total 1082. 

Drop in price, 201, 

In one year our internal trade 
dropped 1082 million dollars in 
volume and 201 million dollars in 
price. The drop in price in for- 
mer years made “hard times.” 


When the drop in quantity is four 
times greater, it makes a depres- 
ston. 

In 1930 Canada “imported” agri- 
cultural and animal products 
amounting to 296 millions, which 
included some New Zealand 
butter and exported 517 millions 
of these products out of 1144 total 
exports. There was no depres- 
sion but our trade had receded 
from the high peak of 1929. Can- 
ada voted a change in policy, 
stopped imports and lost or is los- 
ing many of her best customers, 
including England, who through 
her marketing boards is increas- 
ing the production of wheat, 
cattle, poultry, etc. at a rate that 
will soon make her independent 
of our exports, unless Canada 
changes her policy. Trade is hard 
to regain, It is tragic to claim 
that prospects are better. 

Since 1930, when this trade was 
restricted, our stores, warehouses 
and factories are too many and 
too big; our railways without this 
seaboard and inland traffic are 
said to have too great capacity; 
our farmers are told they produce 
too much, while our stomachs are 
empty and our living quarters 
are cramped and overcrowded. 
According to the census, Trading, 
Merchandising and Transporia- 
tion gainfully employed more 
than the Manufacturing indus- 
tries. No substitute for this trade 
has even been suggested. Yet 
restoring only 200 millions of ex- 
ports and 200 millions of imports 
will help all these industries and 
put more than 550 million dollars 
back into circulation in our inter- 
nal trade, with much more to 
follow. Borrowing 100 million is 
an urgent palliative but no cure,

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Gold And Wages 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


The one way and the only way to increase world wealth is to 
increase world wages. All through the ages the struggle for gold 
has involved the theory that in order to create great individual 
fortunes and great aggregations of interest-bearing securities 
every care must be taken to keep money away from the common 
people by keeping wage-earnjng capacity down to an amount 
giving a bare subsistence to the workers. 


Invention of machinery greatly increasing the production 
powers of the farmers and the workers—an increase which is 
continuous from year to year—has destroyed the usefulness of a 
system whereunder the world’s people can be standardized into 
two classes; one class an accurnulating class piling up wealth 
symbolized by gold and interest-bearing securities; and the other 
class working for a scanty living, aided by relief and charity. 


We are living so close to the event, it is very hard for us to 
realize that the revolution has actually occurred; and that, for 
better or worse, gold and all other wealth symbols have definitely 
lost all power to create a ruling class. 


The need of the world, urgent and imperative in order to avert 
commercial and agricultural chaos, is to bring into the markets 
of the world, a vest extension of buying power by a world-wide 


increase of wages. 


The world cannot afford to carry on its manufacturing, its land 
transportation systems, its inland waters transportation systems, 
and its ocean-borne commerce, unless there is brought into mar- 
ket the buying activity of a great new world of buyers with the 


price. 


o 
The world cannot afford to allow the wage-earning capacity 
in India and Africa, and in China and other Oriental countries, 
to be kept down to about fifteen dollars per year for each individ- 


ual worker. 


The world cannot afford to furnish modern facilities to nations 
having wage scales and salary scales which restrict buying power 


to the barest necessities of life. 


The world cannot afford to support armies of unemployed in 
any nation; and a low-wage continent drags down the shipping 


commerce internationally. 


The course of events in the United States, whereunder a high 
state of prosperity fell steeply to an extreme state of public dis- 
tress, has demonstrated that it is better business for a government 
to put men to work afid pay them adequate wages rather than to 
give them relief food and clothing in idleness. 


The British government has full power to establish a minimum 
wage in British India; and could also bring about establishment 
of a minimum wage scale in the native provinces. Once the gen- 
eral scale of wages in India and the native states was fixed at one 
dollar per day, there would not be enough factories in Great 
Britain to fill orders from India and not enough British ships to 


carry the freight. 


The only one useful thing which a World Economic Conference 
could do or can do is to bring about the signing of a world treaty 
whereunder the right of any nation to trade internationally is 
fixed upon compliance with a minimum wage scale fixed in 
respect of each continent and nation by the world conference and 
ratified by a majority of the nations. No nation could afford to 
stay out once a majority of the nations came in. 


You must realize that the reason for the higher wage scales in 
North America as compared with other countries is the will and 
determination of the people of the United States and Canada to 
have living wages and fair living conditions. Deflation in the 
last three years has been ruthlessly used in an organized murder- 
ous attempt to break down these wages ahd living conditions; but 
it now seems clear that the bandits who organized the deflation 
forces have failed and that the wage scales and living conditions 


are in process of restoration. 


Great Britain enforces a higher minimum wage scale than the 
European countries; and the European countries would not resist 
a world movement for wage betterment. Asia and Africa would 
require world assistance and world direction in getting up to a 
fair wage basis; but as the movement would be one having the 
appearance of a gift there would be no prolonged opposition. 


Once fair wage scales had been given a world-wide sanction 
and kept in foree for even one year, the world would never go 
back to our present system of insane commercial economy, where- 
under our chief earning asset, namely human power, is dragged 
down to a basis of idleness, hopelessness, uselessness and physical 
and moral decay, under the mistaken idea that a few rich and a | party for Clive’s mother who sailed 
great many poor can make up a prosperous world.

AVOID LEADING SINGLETONS 


Singleton leads, unless the leader 
has reason to believe his partner 
holds the Ace, rank very low in 
the scale of possible blind openings. 
The odds are 2 to 1 that partner 
will not hold the missing Ace. Even 
if he does hold the Ace he is more 
liable to lead back to weakness in 
dummy than he is to read that a 
singleton has been lead by partner. 

Bidding went: South, 1-Diamond, 
North, 5-Diamonds.

ests of Progress. 


As an organization, it will not en- 
dorse any individual Liberal nom- 
inee at the next Edmonton prov- 
incial nominating convention but 
will give its full support and co- 
operation to all candidates nomin- 
ated by the convention, the Edmon- 
ton Young Men’s Liberal Associa- 


tion decided at its regular meeting 
in the McLeod building, Monday 
night. 

This was one of the few items of 
business transacted at the meet- 
ing, which for the most part was 
given over to the hearing of an ad- 
dress by Wm. H. Ross, M.L.A., Cal- 
gary, who spoke of the part played 
by Liberalism in the world of to- 
day. 

Drafted by the executive, the 
above resolution was presented to 
the regular meeting by President 
Clayton McLennan. It was given 
unanimous support, and read as fol- 
lows: “Whereas in our opinion it 
is not expedient that we, the Young 
Men's Liberal Association, as an or- 
ganization, officially endorse any 
one or more prospective candidates 
for nomination at the coming Ed- 
monton Provincial Liberal Conven- 
tion, we unanimously recommend 
that a resolution to this effect be 
passed by a business meeting of the 
said Young Men's Liberal Associa- 
tion. 

“We wish, however, to assure all 
those candidates who are nominat- 
ed at the said convention of our en- 
thusiastic support and co-operation 
in the next provincial election.” 


MIDDLE COURSE SUPPORT 

Speaking of Liberalism as not 
necessarily having any set or fixed 
policy but rather embodying the 
mental outlook on life, Mr. Ross 
said the party sought to steer a 
middle course between the Re- 
actionists and the Radicals 

“The Reactionists claim that what 
has gone before is good. The Radi- 
cals claim that everything that is 
past is bad. The Liberal Party seeks 
to hold a middle course between the 
two,” said the speaker. 

Grits held religion and _ free 
speech as two of the great funda- 
mentals of society, and while they 
believe in individual freedom, they 
did not support such freedom to the 
detriment of group freedom. “When 
such is the case, then we must give 
up our individual rights for the 
good of society,” stated Mr, Ross. 


ECONOMIC NATIONALISM 
COMING 

He felt the world was tending to- 
ward economic nationalism. He be- 
lived that more and more, coun- 
tries were living within themselves. 

This change had come about by 
reason of the fact that with the 
passing of the years countries were 
producing much of what they had 
formerly imported and in many 
cases had a surplus of such products 
on hand. “It seems to me that this 
is not economic rationalism gone 
wild. Rather, it is the pressure of 
economic forces,” he opined. 

Mr. Ross told the young men 
there should be a greater consump- 
tion of Alberta-made goods, Eng- 
land was adopting the idea of 
greater consumption of home-made 
products and had launched an edu- 
cational campaign toward this end, 
“which is more valuable than pro- 
tective tariffs.” 


LEADER IS LAUDED 

In closing, Mr. Ross praised the 
abilities of W. R. Howson, Liberal 
leader in the provincial legislature, 
and remarked that if an election 
were called “we would do quite 
nicely, thank you.” 

President McLennan thanked the 
speaker, and on behalf of the asso- 
ciation said he hoped the Young 
Liberals would have a further op- 
portunIty of hearing him.

GAS COMPANY 
ASSESSMENT 


CUT REFUSED 


Northwestern Utilities Will 
Carry Appeal to Assess- 


ment Commission 


Protesting an assessment of $936,- 
960 of the company’s special fran- 
chise here, Northwestern Utilities 
Ltd, told the civic court of revision 
Tuesday morning that this figure 
represented more than a 50 per cent 
increase in valuation as compared 
to the figure of $600,000 which had 
held for the past ten years. Com- 
missioners refused to make any re- 
duction in the amount, and Leo, 
G. Dafoe, counsel, said the appeal 
would be carried through to the Al- 
berta Assessment Commission. 

The court allowed cuts in build- 
ing assessments totalling $2,250 on 
nine appeals, Tuesday morning. All 
cases were in the Hudsons Bay 
Reserve subdivision. 


GROSSLY EXCESSIVE 


Northwestern Utilities termed 
the assessment as being so grossly 
excessive that it was illegal. The 
gas plant had depreciated in value 
every year, counsel said. 

“The franchise gets more valuable 
every year,” remarked Mayor D. K. 
Knott. 

Commissioner David Mitchell 
pointed out that the city had the 


power to assess the company’s 
Jand, building and special fran- 
chise. 


Mayor Knott; “You had better 
carry your appeal right through to 
the Alberta Assessment Commis- 
sion.”

MOOTS COAL 
COMMISSION 
FOR ALBERTA 


Premier Hints at Forma- 
tion of Body to Regu- 
late Shipping 


Strong possibility that in the near 
future the provincial government 
would establish a coal commission 
to regulate coal shipping and in- 
ter-provincial coal trade, was 
mooted by~Premier J. E. Brownlee 
on Tuesday in interviewing a dele- 
gation from the Alberta Federation 
of Labor, which had come to pre- 
sent resolutions passed at the 
Federation's annual convention 
held in this city in January. 

The resolution that brought 
about the Premier's suggesting 
formation of a marketing board 
was that which advocated such ac- 
tion and which further requested 
that “the government make inves- 
tigation into every aspect of the 
coal mining industry and formulate 
a plan for immediate nationaliza- 
tion of the coal mining industry.” 


TIME HAS COME 

Replying to this request, the 
Premier said: “We have it definite- 
ly in our minds that the time has 
come to do something along this 
line and I believe changes can be 
made now that could not have been 
made a few years ago.” 

Replying to a request by the dele- 
gation that the Dominion govern- 
ment be urged to enact an adequate 
scheme of unemployment insurance, 
Premier Brownlee said that he “un- 
derstood the Dominion was work- 
ing on some such scheme at pre- 
sent.” 

Consideration, said the Premier, 
is also being given to amendments 
to the Income Tax Act, which might 
affect the minimum $750 exemp- 
tion for single men and removal of 
the $3 base tax, The delegation re- 
quested the mminimum exemption 
be raised to $1000 and the base tax 
wiped out. While holding out no 
definite hope, the Premier said that 
these matters were being probed. 


NOT CONTEMPLATED 


Dealing with the resolution that 
opposed amendments to the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act which 
would “result in compensation mat- 
ters becoming involved in litiga- 
tion in the courts”, the Premier as- 
sured the delegation that no such 
legislation was being contemplated. 

Replying to the resolution seek- 
ing that the Dominion and provin- 
cial governments assume responsi- 
bility for care of unfortunates suf- 
fering from tuberculosis by provis- 
ion of proper sanitarium accommo- 
dation, the Premier said: 

“We realize that Alberta is some- 
what behind in dealing with this 
problem and it will be one of the 
first matters to receive our atten- 
tion when it becomes financially 
possible.” 

In reply to the resolution asking 
that the Mines Act be amended so 
as to provide for weekly payment 
of miners wages, the Premier said 
that some such amendment was be- 
ing considered at present. 

Many other resolutions were plac- 
ed before the Premier, dealing with 
a variety of matters and in the maj- 
ority of cases the reply was that 
they would be considered. 


WORKS PROGRAM 


One called for the adoption of an 
adequate building and works pro- 
gram to consist of erection of pub- 
lic buildings, highways, recreation 
grounds and other works. 

Another sought to have medical 
clinics established in the various 
municipalities to provide for proper 
medical and mental attention to un- 
employed and their families, 

Still another resolution asked that 
deserted wives be brought within 
ye scope of the Mother's Allowance

HON. P. BAKER 


Hector Lang, Liberal, of 
Medicine Hat, Attacks 


Government 


Attacking the government on the 
ground that it displayed lack of 
foresight and declaring that it was 
“high time this government ad- 
ministered its affairs in such a 
manner that its citizens and busi- 
nesses may provide for their bud- 
gets in that year for which the 
budget is intended,” Hector Lang, 
Liberal, Medicine Hat, in speaking 
in the debate on the Speech from 
the Throne in the legislature on 
Monday directed special criticism 
at Hon. Perren Baker, minister of 
education, for reduction made in 
school grants. 

Mr. Lang was uncompromising in 
his attack upon this phase of gov- 
ernment activity, stating that “the 
administration of the School Grants 
Act .,during the year 1933 has 
effected the same disorganization 
in the finances of local school 
boards as did the establishment of 
the provincial income tax.” 


CONTINUES ATTACK 

Continuing his attack, Mr. Lang 
said that “to continue to increase 
taxes and reduce grants at the end 
of the year and make the changes 
retroactive is plainly due to lack of 
administrative ability and lack of 
foresight on the part of the govern- 
ment. Even the most inefficient gov- 
ernment could finance itself on the 
basis of increasing taxes and re- 
ducing grants at the end of the 
budget year and making them re- 
troactive.” 

Mr. Lang declared that he had 
lost confidence in the government. 

Directing his attention to uniform 
curricula and other educational mat- 
ters, Mr. Lang recalled that at the 
recent school trustees’ convention at 
Calgary, a high school teacher made 
the sweeping statement that the Al- 
berta high school system was 40 
years behind the times. Another ad- 
dress, said Mr, Lang, was delivered 
by a high school inspector who had 
said great changes were due in the 
curriculum, 

“Hence,” said Mr. Lang, “the cir- 
ricula of the four western provinces, 
we know, are all built from the 
same parent course of studies as it 
existed in the eastern provinces. 


WORK TOWARD UNIFORMITY

France and Austria seethe with 
civil war today while the rest of 
the world stands by, alarmed at 

what is taking place in Central 
Europe. 

In Austria Socialists clamor for 


a change in the government, 
while streets run red with blood. 
Resignation of the government in 
France has evidently brought to 
an end civil war which blazed in 
Paris for almost a week as Com- 
munists and Socialists engeged in 
a revolutién which sought a 
change of affairs in that country. 

“What do you think the trouble 
in Europe indicates?” was the 
question asked several citizens 
today by The Bulletin’s Inquir- 
ing Reporter. 

Here is their comment in brief: 


A. W. BARNES, watchmaker and 
jeweler: “Well, the most obvious 
reason for all the strife in France 
and Austria at the present time 
is a great discontent among the 


people with the present govern- 
mental system. I believe the 
Communists are behind the 


scenes, and who knows who are 
behind the Communists? Ger- 
many, too, may figure in the pic- 
ture, As far as France is con- 
cerned, I don't believe for one 
moment that internal warfare 
means that France could not pre- 
sent a united front to the enemy 
if the occasion demanded it. 

Much of the trouble may be laid 

to the spirit of restlessness which 

is pervading the world at the 
present time.” ¥/

WM. REA, lawyer: “One has to be 
very careful about commenting 
on the situation existing in Eur- 
ope at the present time. The 
whole question is most involved, 
But one point seems to emerge 
quite clearly from the whole 
mess, and that is that Hitler is 
undoubtedly figuring quite pro- 
minently in the background. It 
is Hitlerism versus the other 
political movements in Europe 
which is evidently causing most 
of the trouble.”

J. E. LUNDY, superintendent of 
the McLeod Building: “We earn- 
estly hope for peace even amidst 
the turmoil which is holding 
France and Germany in its grip. 
Munitions and armaments—those 
are at the root of war evil and 
revolution, Control these two and 
you have struck a great blow for 
pacifism, While you allow man- 
ufacture and shipments of arms 
to proceed free of strict govern- 
ment control you are only feed- 
ing fuel to the flames. Munitions 
merchants possess a great power. 
Take that power from them and 
make the penalty for the break- 
ing of -armament restrictions 
severe enough, Then the world 
will be nearer peace.”
